Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957.  It  has  been  compiled  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/1958  (Wales)  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  13.96  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This 
was  a decrease  of  0.66  per  thousand  of  the  population  when  compared  with  the 
birth  rate  for  1956. 

DEATH  RATE 

The  death  rate  for  1957  was  12.16  per  thousand  of  the  population,  an 
increase  of  1.64  per  thousand  when  compared  with  the  rate  for  last  year. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  for  all  ages  was  379,  made  ud  of 
207  males  and  172  females.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  accounted  for  184 
deaths  while  cancer  of  the  various  organs  came  next  with  67  deaths.  Ten  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  were  recorded — nine  males  and  one  female. 

Out  of  the  379  deaths  registered  227  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during 
the  year. 

It  is  not  very  long  ago  when  the  fact  that  mother  was  having  a baby  was 
accompanied  by  a certain  fear  and  a certain  risk.  It  is  no  use  denying  the  fac^ 
that,  in  some  mothers  today,  the  fear  still  persists  and  in  all  there  is  a certain 
amount  of  risk  but  if  expectant  mothers  took  the  opportunity  of  making  use  of 
all  the  services  that  are  at  present  available  the  fear  and  perhaps,  more  important, 
the  risk  is  reduced  to  the  absolute  minimum. 

Health  education  classes  are  held  at  every  Clinic.  Details  of  the  confinement 
are  explained  to  the  expectant  mother  so  that  she  may  understand  the  processe.' 
involved;  how  to  look  after  herself  and  to  look  for  any  signs  which  may  complicate 
labour.  Then  there  are  the  anti-natal  clinics.  There  each  expectant  mother  is 
periodically  examined  and  advice  given.  Again,  on  our  very  doorstep,  is  th.' 
maternity  unit  of  the  hospital  where  all  complicated  cases  are  referred.  These 
are  some  of  the  reasons  why  fear,  and  the  risk  of  childbirth,  have  been  reduced 
so  much. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1957  was  29.81  per  thousand  births. 

Thirteen  infants  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday  and  of  these 
seven  died  within  the  first  four  weeks. 
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Of  the  cause  of  death,  8 died  from  congenital  deformity  or  prematurity;  3 
from  Broncho-pneumonia;  1 from  nemphigus  and  1 from  Bronchiolitis. 

Th?  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  not  coming  down  as  much  as  desired.  Indeed, 
it  seems  that  we  have  reached  a hard  core  of  causes  which  defies  reduction.  It  is 
still  too  high  and  has  shown  little  variation  for  many  years.  Research  is  still 
going  on  and  until  more  knowledge  of  the  causes  for  infant  deaths  in  the  first 
year  is  known  I am  afraid  the  rate  will  not  vary  much. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  two  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases,  namely, 
measles  and  influenza.  Measles  is  a notifiable  disease  and  thus  it  is  known,  within 
reasonable  limits,  the  number  of  children  affected.  Influenza,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  not  a notifiable  disease  per  s?  and  we  have  no  actual  figures  to  record. 

MEASLES. 

409  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  disease  was  fairly  widesoread 
and  mild  in  character.  The  number  of  complications  were  few  and  those  patients 
who  were  unfortunate  to  develop  chest  complications  were  adeouately  treated 
by  the  anti-biotic  drugs.  There  were  no  deaths. 

INFLUENZA 

The  Neath  Borough  area  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  suffered  a severe 
epidemic  of  Influenza.  It  started  in  late  August  reaching  its  peak  in  October  and 
dragged  on  until  early  January,  1958.  At  first  it  was  the  younger  children  and  the 
so-called  teenagers  who  were  affected  but,  later,  adults  were  attacked  and  the 
disease  became  widespread. 

Schools  and  industry  were  severely  affected.  Information  received  from  the 
General  Practitioners  indicated  that  although  the  number  of  persons  contracting 
the  disease  was  large,  the  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  commencing  with  headache, 
fever  and  general  aches  and  pains,  the  actual  phase  lasting  about  four  or  five 
days  . Recovery,  once  the  temperature  fell,  was  rapid  and  there  was  little  post 
influenzal  debility.  There  were,  of  course,  many  cases  with  severe  chest 
complications  but,  having  regard  to  the  number  of  persons  who  contracted  the 
disease,  the  incidence  was  not  marked. 

Two  cases  of  deaths  from  Influenzal  pneumonia  were  recorded,  one  in  a 
young  girl  of  17  years  and  the  other,  a baby  of  2 months. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  13  were  treated  at  home 
under  the  care  of  the  family  doctor. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Again,  there  was  no  case  notified  during  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Twenty-eight  cases  were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  during  the  year 
Following  a recommendation  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  combined  antigen 
of  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  has  been  discontinued  and  the  antigens  are 
now  eiven  as  seperate  injections.  The  whooping  cough  antigen  is  given  at  three 
monins  of  age. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 


Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  reported  in  1957.  This  was  of  tfm 
non-paralytic  type. 

The  scheme  for  the  immunising  of  children  against  the  disease  with  the 
Salk,  or  British  vaccine,  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  now.  The  scheme  has  been 
extended  to  include  all  children  up  to  15  years  of  age  and  also  to  expectant 
mothers. 

The  reason  for  the  inclusion  of  expectant  mothers  as  a priority  class,  is 
that  research  statistics  show  that  when  poliomyelitis  does  attack  expectant 
mothers  the  consequences  may  be  grave. 

Out  of  the  10,000  children,  whose  parents  requested  vaccination,  nearly 
7,000  have  been  protected. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  35  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  four  cases  of  Non-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified.  This  compares  with  29  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified  last  year.  There  were  three  deaths. 

There  has  been  much  publicity  of  late  of  the  declining  death  rate  from 
tuberculosis  and  of  the  empty  beds  in  tuberculosis  hospitals.  This  is  perfectly  true 
and  makes  pleasant  reading.  Nevertheless,  we  must  not  be  lulled  into  a sense  of 
false  security  that  the  battle  is  over.  The  disease  is  still  with  us.  There  has  been 
no  great  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  new  cases  notified  to  us  each  year.  Indeed, 
this  year,  as  you  will  have  noticed,  the  actual  number  of  new  cases  exceeds  those 
of  last  year  by  ten. 

The  reason  for  the  empty  beds  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  being 
diagnosed  at  an  earlier  stage  and  chest  physicians  are  able  to  treat  their  patients 
in  their  own  homes.  On  the  other  hand,  we  cannot  but  feel  optimistic  about 
the  future 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

The  scheme  for  protecting  children  of  school  leaving  age  was  introduced  at 
the  Gnoll,  Cwrt  Sart  and  Pencaerau  Secondary  Schools,  and  also  at  St.  Joseph's 
Primary  School. 

The  parents  of  332  children  were  asked  to  give  their  consent  for  their 
children  to  be  vaccinated  against  Tuberculosis  if  this  was  iound  to  be  necessary 
176  parents  signed  the  consent  forms,  but  in  only  132  cases  was  the  vaccine  given, 
the  others  being  Mantoux  positive. 

I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  importance  of  this  preventive  vaccination 
It  has  been  proved  conclusively  that  B.C.G.  vaccination  does  confer  a larg° 
amount  of  protection  against  Tuberculosis.  In  my  opinion  it  is  by  such  methods 
that  the  disease  can  be  stamped  out. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

During  February  and  March,  1957,  a Radiography  Survey  was  carried  out 
in  the  Borough  and  included  schools,  factories  and  general  population,  as  given 
below: —

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  6,023  persons,  as  compared  with  5,721,  during 
the  last  survey  in  1955  presented  themselves  for  examination,  despite  the  fact  that 
only  the  North  and  South  Wards  were  included  in  the  Survey. 


JOHN  TAYLOR  CHARITY 

This  year  again  the  Committee  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this 
Fund,  allocated  the  sum  of  £200  to  me  for  distribution  to  the  sick  poor  of  the 
Borough.  The  nursing  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Services  gave  valuable  help 
in  finding  out  the  necessitous  cases  and  in  delivering  parcels  of  clothing,  food 
and  extra  nourishment.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  coal  and  fuel  was  found  to  be 
especially  welcomed  during  the  winter  months. 


NEATH  AND  DISTRICT  SPASTIC  AND  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS  FUND 

The  Voluntary  Committee,  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Chairmanship  of  Alderman  W.  T.  D.  Phillips,  was  very  active  during  the  year. 
It  extended  its  activities  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough  to  include  the 
Rural  District.  In  order  to  assist  the  Committee  interested  persons  from  the  Rural 
DLstict  were  elected  to  the  Committee. 

Every  case  is  first  fully  investigated  by  myself  and  an  opinion  is  given  to  the 
Committee  as  to  whether  the  case  referred  to  comes  within  the  terms  of  the 
definition  of  handicapped  persons  as  laid  down  in  the  Committee’s  terms  of 
reference. 

The  Fund  is  fulfilling  a very  useful  function  and  it  is  really  remarkable  the 
number  of  handicapped  persons  who  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
•Committee. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year  158  houses  and  flats  were  completed  and  occupied.

Ever  3inoe  1946  the  housing  list  has  been  a source  of  pessimistic  concern 
to  the  Housing  Sub-Committe.  Many  houses  were  built  and  however  many 
families  were  rehoused,  the  list  never  seemed  to  get  smaller. 

A recent  survey  carried  out  by  the  Housing  Department  revealed  a more 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

All  applicants  on  the  present  list  were  circulated  and  asked  whether  they 
still  wished  to  be  considered  for  a Council  House.  The  returns  indicated  that 
the  true  list  was  now  in  the  region  of  1,000. 

I am  hoping  from  this  that  our  aim  of  rehousing  the  worst  of  our  over- 
crowded families  is  nearing  achievement  and  that  soon  we  can  proceed  with  our 
Slum  Clearance  Schemes  without  any  further  delay. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Mr. 
Mayor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  all  Members  of  the  Council 
for  your  encouragement  during  the  year  and  to  all  the  Members  of  my  Staff 
for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

All  artificial  cream  sold  in  the  Borough  was  in  unopened  receptacles,  as 
received  from  the  manufacturers.  It  is  mainly  used  in  the  preparation  of  cakes, 
fancy  pastries  and  trifles.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCULE  BACILLI 

During  the  year  24  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Swansea,  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  These  samples  were 
taken  from  farms  situated  within  the  Borough  and  all  gave  negative  results. 
The  same  samples  were  also  tested  for  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus,  and  in 
two  cases  this  organism  was  found  to  be  present.  The  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  attention,  and  the  milk  supplies  were  subjected 
to  heat-treatment  by  the  wholesalers.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  samples  were  taken  monthly  over  the  year  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analysis  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff,  and 
copies  of  the  results  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer.  They  were  taken 
from  the  town  supplies  which  are  drawn  from  the  Gnoll,  Briton  Ferry  ana 
Ystradfellte  Reservoirs,  after  treatment.  The  first  two  supplies  are  filtered  ana 
chlorinated,  but  the  latter  is  only  chlorinated.

SWIMMING  POOL 

T’he  Gnoll  Open-air  Swimming  Pool  is  municipally  owned  and  is  the  onh 
one  in  the  Borough.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  when  the  weather 
was  warm  and  a state  of  drought  existed,  very  little  water  was  leaving  or  entering 
and  the  water  in  the  pool  was  virtually  stagnant.  Samples  of  the  water  gave 
unsatisfactory  results  on  analysis,  despite  increased  chlorination.  Reluctantly 
a decision  was  taken  to  close  the  pool.  Concern  was  also  felt  at  the  use  of  the 
canals  and  river  for  swimming  and  bathing  by  children  and  young  persons 
Notices  were  exhibited  advising  against  this  practice  and  pointing  out  ttm 
potential  danger  to  health  of  the  polluted  water. 

There  is  great  need  for  a modern,  indoor  swimming  pool  in  the  Borough 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 

Meat  Inspection  was  regularly  carried  out  in  the  Borough  Slaughterhouse 
during  the  year  and.  when  necessary,  in  the  butchers’  shops  and  stalls. 

Complete  inspection  is  maintained  and  one  or  other  of  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  is  engaged  on  a full  time  basis  on  this  work.  It  will  be  appreciated  that 
this  involves  working  on  evenings,  Saturday  and  Sunday  as  well  as  Bank  Holidays 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  showed  a marked  increase  over  the 
previous  year. 

Few  butchers  brought  their  own  animals  in  for  slaughter,  but  the  majori  .y 
are  obtaining  their  supplies  from  wholesale  dealers. 

•Most  of  the  stock  slaughtered  was  for  butchers’  meat  and  proved  of  goo  I 
quality.  Little  was  killed  for  the  manufacturing  trades.  The  abundance  of  home 
and  foreign  supplies  and  the  competition  in  the  meat  trade  gave  the  customer^ 
better  quality  meat  and  offal  and  is  driving  the  old  animals  to  other  uses  than 
for  human  consumption. 

Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  and  the  provisions 
of  the  Memo  3/Food  were  complied  with. 

Condemned  carcases,  parts  of  carcases  and  offal,  were  detained  in  the 
condemned  room  pending  collection  by  the  disposal  contractors,  and  were  coloured 
before  being  released.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  (AMENDMENT  ACT,  1954) 

Renewal  of  licences  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  were  granted  to  13 
licensed  slaughtermen  during  the  year. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Progress  has  been  made  in  securing  compliance  with  these  Regulations 
relating  to  the  structure  of  premises,  equipment,  etc.,  and  this  work  is  proceeding 
Premises  and  vehicles  are  regularly  inspected  to  ensure  the  proper  handling  of 
food  and  protection  against  contamination.  The  greater  emphasis  being  placed 
m hygienic  conditions  is  bound  to  lead  to  higher  standards  in  this  respect. 


BUTCHERS’  SHOPS 

There  were  no  changes  reported  in  the  number  of  butchers’  shops  and  stalls. 
They  remain  as  33  shops  and  11  stalls,  mostly  owned  by  individual  butchers.  No 
major  alterations  in  the  premises  took  place  but  keener  interest  in  the  display 
of  their  products  was  visible.  This  brings  emphasis  upon  the  cleanliness  of  the 
premises  and  quality  in  the  goods  sold. 

All  these  shops  and  stalls  are  periodically  visited,  mainly  to  determine  the 
general  conditions  of  the  premises,  equipment,  cleanliness  and  disposal  of  wast°. 
The  visits  were  also  made  to  examine  their  products  and  issue  certificates  where 
unsound  goods  were  voluntarily  surrendered. 

OTHER  PREMISES  WHERE  FOOD  IS  SOLD,  STORED 
OR  PREPARED  FOR  SALE 

1.  BAKEHOUSES: 

There  were  15  premises  used  in  the  production  of  bread  and  flour  con 
fectionery.  No  alteration  or  improvement  was  noted  during  inspection,  but  efforts 
were  made  to  obtain  a good  standard  of  cleanliness.  No  comp'aint  of  vermin 
was  received  during  the  year. 
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2.  AERATED  WATER  WORKS: 

Three  factories  were  engaged  in  the  production  of  soft  drinks,  vinegar  and 
gravy  browning. 

Samples  of  their  products  and  the  water  supplies  were  taken  during  the 
year,  with  satisfactory  results. 

3.  ICE  CREAM: 

Ice  cream  production  in  the  area  was  made  by  the  Cold  Mix  Method  and 
supplied  to  businesses  associated  with  the  producers. 

The  main  ice  cream  supply  in  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  national  firms 
but  small  quantities  are  procured  from  suppliers  in  neighbouring  towns-

4.  FISH  FRYING  BUSINESSES: 

Seventeen  premises  were  usd  in  the  sale  of  fresh  fish,  and  chipped  potatoes. 
No  change  in  the  structure  or  major  alterations  to  equipment  was  noticed  bu:; 
they  were  kept  clean,  waste  was  suitably  stored  and  disposed  of  and  no 
complaints  received. 

5.  FISH  SHOPS  AND  HAWKERS: 

There  were  8 premises  used  for  the  sale  of  fresh  fish.  Conditions  were 
satisfactory  and  no  complaint  was  received. 

Three  persons  used  their  vehicles  for  hawking  fresh  fish  in  the  Borough, 
two  of  them  being  residents  in  the  Area. 

6.  HOTELS,  RESTAURANTS,  CAFES  AND  CANTEENS: 

There  were  27  hotels,  restuarants  and  cafes  catering  for  the  needs  of  the 
public.  On  inspection  some  minor  improvements  and  redecoration  were  carried 
out  in  some  of  these  premises.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Canteens  are  provided  in  the  schools  and  factories  and  are  equipped  with 
modern  equipment  and  appliances.  Twenty-one  canteens  operated  during  the 
year  in  the  Borough. 

7.  HOSPITALS: 

Periodical  visits  were  made  to  Neath  General  Hospital  in  order  to  carry 
out  examination  of  foodstuff,  so  as  to  ascertain  its  fitness  for  human  consumption.

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GENERAL  INSPECTION 

1,  Duties  imposed  upon  the  local  authority  in  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Acts  and  Regulations  are  mainly  carried  out  by  the  Weights  and  Measure^ 
Department,  but  certain  provisions  as  sanitary  conveniences,  heating,  lighting 
ventilation  and  drainage  that  bring  them  within  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health,  Food  and  Drugs  and  Factory  Acts  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

The  two  Departments  co-operate  in  dealing  with  matters  arising  in  th< 
administration. 

2.  HAIRDRESSER’S  ESTABLISHMENTS: 

Inspections  of  these  premises  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  determine 
the  conditions  of  the  premises,  cleanliness  and  removal  of  waste.  Conditions  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  no  complaints  were  received.  There  are  30  of  th 
premises  used.  12  gentlemen,  16  ladies  and  2 for  mixed  sexes. 

3.  TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS: 

No  case  of  unauthorised  occupied  dwelling  was  discovered  during  the  year 
The  Fairfield  was  used  by  persons  associated  with  the  Fairs  and  Circus,  and  it 
is  provided  with  adequate  water  supply  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

4.  CERTIFICATES  OF  DISREPAIR: 

No  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Housing  Act  and  Rent  Act,  1954,  was 
issued  during  the  year.  Up  to  the  31st  December,  1957,  34  applications  had  been 
received  for  Certificates  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957  Of  the  34  none  were  refused 
and  notice  of  proposal  to  issue  a Certificate  was  sent  in  each  case.  In  9 of  these 
cases,  undertakings  to  carry  out  the  works  had  been  received  and  accepted  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

5.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES: 

Applications  were  received  from  Three  persons  to  continue  the  established 
offensive  trades  in  the  Borough,  and  consent  was  given.  These  were  for  three 
Rag  and  Bone  Dealers:  Messrs  Foner  and  Co.,  The  Latt.  James  Street;  Mr.  Daniel 
Price,  5 Bankside;  and  Mr.  W.  Waters,  7a  Allens  Court,  The  Green,  Neath. 

Frequent  visits  are  made  to  these  premises  and  considering  the  nature  ol 
the  trades  they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  changes  are  expected  in  the 
structure  of  these  buildings. 

6.  CINEMAS  AND  BILLIARD  HALLS: 

The  four  cinemas  in  the  Borough  (i.e.  Gnoll,  Empire,  Windsor  and  Lodge  > 
and  one  Theatre  (Kinema,  Briton  Ferry),  were  inspected  to  determine  the  con- 
dition of  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  general  state  and  cleanliness  of  the 
premises.  Attention  was  drawn  to  certain  minor  defects  which  the  Owners  have 
remedied.  There  were  90  persons  employed.  25  males  and  65  females. 

Inspections  were!  made  of  the  three  Billiard  Halls  and  one  Billiards  Club  in 
the  Borough.  Each  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  as  to  cleanliness  and  general 
maintenance.. 
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SCHOOLS  AND  NURSERIES: 

Public  Schools  and  Nurseries  in  the  Borough  are  controlled  by  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  year  21  Milk  Samples  were  taken  for  examination  from  these 
premises  and  were  found  satisfactory.  The  water  supply  which  is  obtained  from 
the  town  mains  was  also  tested  at  intervals. 

8.  LICENSED  PREMISES: 

There  were  63  licensed  premises  and  14  registered  clubs  in  1957,  situated 
within  the  Borough  On  inspection  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

!>.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT: 

Three  licences  were  granted  under  the  above  Act  to  persons  trading  in  pet 
animals.  The  premises  were  visited  and  the  conditions  of  the  licences  complied 
with. 

10.  THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951: 

The  re-registration  of  two  premises  under  this  Act  was  granted  in  1957. 
On  inspection  of  these  premises  the  filling  materials  were  found  to  be  procured 
from  licensed  factories.

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GENERAL 


1.  FOOD  POISONING: 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  1957. 

2.  BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD: 

The  disposal  of  unclaimed  bodies  in  the  Borough  (excluding  hospitals)  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority,  and  arrangements  to  do  so  were  madi 
by  the  Health  Department  (Section  50,  National  Assistance  Act,  1948). 

Two  male  persons,  both  residents  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  tht 
Borough,  were  buried  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 

8.  NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS: 

There  were  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year 

Milk  supplies  from  local  farms  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  and 
condemned  tuberculous  carcases  were  notified  to  the  State  Veterinary  Inspector 
after  they  had  been  dealt  with  in  the  Borough  Slaughterhouse. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Records  of  the  Rainfall  and  deposited  matter  in  the  gauge  kept  on  the 
roof  of  the  Public  Health  Offices.  Dyfed  Road,  Neath,  as  well  as  of  the  sulphation 
of  the  standard  “ lead  peroxide  candles  ” exposed  in  the  approved  louvred  box 
placed  near  the  gauge,  were  kept  during  the  year.  Examination  was  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Analyst  in  Cardiff,  and  the  result  of  the  analysis  recorded  on  the 
standard  forms  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
who  summarise  the  results  from  various  parts  of  the  country  and  circulate  then) 
to  the  Co-operating  Bodies. 

The  Council  is  a Member  of  the  two  national  bodies  in  this  field,  tin 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the  National  Smokt 
Abatement  Society.
